"Fhe most costly commission to make 
its findings over the 10-year period was 
the Gordon’ Royal Commission on Can- 
ada's economic prospects.

Under the Bed 


There is a public belief that when 
@ government encounters a n 
that proves too hot to handle, or too 
complicated to cope with, they turn it 
over to a royal commission. There may 
be some justification in feeling that 
governments on occasion have resorted 


“to this-means-of. “sweeping ‘the prab- 
lem under the bed,” but. certainly in’ 


recent years royal commissions have 
become a familiar part of government. 

They do have the advantage in many 
cases of focussing public attention. They 
make the public better educated as to 
the extent and nature of the problems 
and consequently the public is better in. 
formed as to the why. and wherefores 
of the subsequent governmental deci- 
sions. 

Sometimes of course there is no gov: 
ernment decision. The report of the 
royal commission is simply tucked into 
2 filing case and forgotten. 

That will not likely be the fate of 
the reports of the three recent com. 
missions. The pressure on the Govern. 
ment to do something is much too great 
to allow for the apathetic attitude of 
“file and forget.”
